RETURNS received at the Agricultural De- 
partment up to July 1 indicate an improve- 
ment in the cotton crop as compared with its 
condition in June. The average condition is 
WB, against 100 at the same time last year. 
The plant is small and about ten days late, 
butis healthy. In Georgia and Alabama the 


crop promises to be better than it was in 


these States last year, while in Texas and 
Arkansas it will not be so good. The wheat 
crop prospects are much better than they 
were in June, and the average will be about 
throughout the country. In the Atlantic 
States the crop will be only slightly inferior 
to that of last year, but in the Northwest and 
in Ohio and Indiana the average will fall 
below 70, and in Illinois will not be over 
6. Of the spring wheat States lowa 
returns an average of 72. There is an in- 
creased area of corn, but the condition of the 
crop is by no means as promising as it was at 
this time last year. in the Atlantic States 
the crop has suffered from the cold, wet 
spring. In the Southern States it is fair, ex- 
cept in Texas, where the drought has caused 
serious damage. In the West and Northwest 
the average is below that of last year, partic- 
ularly in Lowa.
